Pridmore wants 
a Honda 


Reg Pridmore, the man who won 
the 1976 AMA Superbike Produc- 
tion Championship on a highly- 
modified BMW R90S, wants to 
race a Honda RCB 941 in 
European Endurance races next 
year. “I hate to sound too 
professional,” Pridmore says, “but 
next year Im going where the 
money is.” 

Sponsored since 1971 by the’ U.S. 
distributor of BMWs (Butler and Smith, 
Inc.), Pridmore and his racing victories 
have played an important part in BMW’s 
image change of recent years. Through 
the sixties, BMWs were considered 
machines for stodgy old men and 
tourers, in the public eye. Now, BMWs 
have shifted in emphasis to sporting. 

It was Pridmore who gave BMW its 
first AMA Production class victory, at 
Ontario in 1974. Pridmore beat 
Kawasaki-mounted Steve McLaughlin 
and Yvon DuHamel so badly that 
DuHamel thought  Pridmore had 
dropped out — he was out of sight. 

Last year, Pridmore and Gary Fisher 
teamed up on an almost-stock BMW 
supplied by the French Distributor for 
the 24-hour Bol d’Or endurance race at 
Le Mans. The pair worked up into fifth 
overall before the bike expired. 

This year, Pridmore won the 
production races at Laguna Seca and 
Riverside, was second to teammate 
McLaughlin at Daytona, and took third 
at Loudon behind Mike Baldwin (Moto 
Guzzi) and BMW team rider Gary 
Fisher. Pridmore’s finishes guaranteed 
him the unofficial title of AMA 
Superbike Production Champion. Page 12. 
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The Trans-AMA standings are in limbo 
because of the official protest of Sylvain 
Geboers for using illegal material in his 
axle. The AMA has the axle, will test it 
and hold the appeals board meeting 
before the Cycle World Trans-AMA this 
Sunday at Saddleback.

. real racing. 


For an example, say that Tommy 
Jones’ turns fairly consistent 
two-minute, 31 second lap times in 
practe. He signs up in the 2:30-2:31 
bracket, and goes racing with everyone 
else in that bracket. It sure beats taking 
out a stock machine and trying to win 
against California-style tricked-to-tears 
“production” racers in a race based only 
on engine size. 

So roll out your commuter special, 
wire up the drain plug, and head for the 
race track. መ riding will never be 
the same. 


Bracket rules 


Bracket racing, as it applies to road 
racing, is a concept first pioneered in 
drag racing. It was designed as a method 
to allow newcomers to participate 
competitively in our sport without 
forcing them to involve themselves with 
a large amount of time and money. 
Participants can ride the bike to the 
race, race competitively, and ride it 
back home. 

Rider Preparation — The only things 
required of the rider are as follows: 

1. Any male or female over the age of 
14 may compete. Anyone under the age 
of 21 must have a notarized consent 
from their parent. 

2. A standard motorcycle helmet, 
leather pants, leather jacket, gloves, and 


` boots which cover the ankles. 


3. A WERA Enthusiast Membership 
card (cost $8 until January '77; $10 
thereafter). A Bracket racer may 
practice with the appropriate class on 
both Saturday and Sunday with his 
Enthusiast Membership and may 
convert the Enthusiast Membership to a 
Full Competition Membership at any 
time during the 12 months period that 
his license is good for, with the addition 
of $14 until January '77 or $16 
thereafter. 

4. The Bracket racer must attend the 
new rider orientation at each new track 
where he races. 

Machine Preparation — 

1: Safety wire the oil drain plug on 
the bottom of the engine and go over all 
-other nuts and bolts to make sure they 
are firmly tight. 

2. The front and rear axle nuts must 
be secured either by cotter pins, safety 
wire, or epoxy type sealers to make sure 
that it does not come undone. 





5. A front number plate: (8"x10") 
should be mounted in front of the 


headlight. Headlight, 
signals, should be taped. 

4. The center stand must be removed. 

5. The kick starter must be removed 
or affixed to the motorcycle with either 
tape or safety wire at no less than two 
places. 

6. Any machine may enter as long as 
it meets the above requirements. 

What will happen — 

1. Leave your home with a clean 
machine with the number plate already 
mounted and other requirements fully 
completed as described above. 

2. Register for your activities starting 
on Saturday morning. 

3. Complete tech inspection — start 
Saturday morning. 

4. Attend new rider orientation — 
instructor's name will be posted on the 
weekend’s schedule. 

5. Get as much practice time as 
possible — practice is grouped according 
to category and is controlled by the 
chief starter — Al Wilcox, or one of his 
staff. 

6. Watch the heat races and try and 
pick up pointers from the competition 
members. 

7. Participate in your Bracket race 
which will take place late on Saturday 
afternoon. 

8. On Sunday you may again 
practice, and if you'd like to participate 
in an actual race, may sign up before 
11:00 Sunday morning. 

9. Collect any trophies you may have 
won at the trophy presentation on 
Sunday afternoon. No trophies will be 
mailed. 

How do Brackets work? 

Bracket racing allows riders on 
completely different kinds of machines 
to compete based entirely on their 
individual lap times. This is the most 
important. thing that the contestant 
must do, namely get an accurate lap 
time on their performance during one of 
the practice sessions. This time must be 
absolutely accurate and to the second 
for the Brackets to work at their best. 
You sign yourself up on the Bracket 
sign-up sheet which will be posted near 
the heat race grid sheets at about 3:00 
on Saturday afternoon. All riders in 
your Bracket will race together and 
anyone who goes faster than they had 
predicted will automatically disqualify 
themselves. At this point, all Brackets 
~are run ‘together and start in a staggered 
fashion, however, when the program 
expands, only one Bracket will run at a 
time and a trophy will be awarded for 
each Bracket. The races will run 
anywhere from 4 to 8 laps or 10-20 
miles, depending on the track.

Suzuki motorcycles

DALLAS, TEX., OCT. 31 

1971  Trans-AMA Champion 
Sylvain Geboers scored an impres- 
sive win at Rabbit Run Motocross 
Park outside of Dallas, but the 
factory Maico rider from Belgium 
was disqualified by the AMA after 
the event had ended for using an 
illegal motorcycle. Geboers im- 


mediately filed an appeal with National 
Motocross Referee. John Lancione, 
allowing Geboers to temporarily hold 
his first place overall position until a 
special AMA board can meet to decide 
his fate. Putting in an exceptional ride 


for second overall was Honda’s Tommy 
Croft, beating out World Champion and 
present series points leader Roger 
DeCoster. 

The 250cc Support class could hardly 
be deemed exciting in comparison to 
the antics in the International class, but 
Montesa factory rider Mickey Kessler 
used the day to score his first win of the 
series over Texan Steve Wise on Suzuki. 
Support class series point leader Rich 
Eierstedt, Honda, garnered third. 

“TI feel so disgusted. I think I go back 
home to Belgium.” Sylvain Geboers was 
more than a little bent out of shape 
after being informed of his 
disqualification after impressive 1-3 
moto scores that gave him the overall 
win at another week of muddy 
Trans-AMA racing. Whether Geboers 
himself was directly responsible for the 
rules infraction, or Maico was, no 
saying. What was for certain was that 
Sylvain’s bike had been using an illegal 
"aluminum alloy" rear axle during the 
race. The axle had been built with steel 
caps on each end to disguise the fact 
that it was aluminum and to allow the 
bike to pass AMA technical inspection. 
While the FIM allows the use of 
aluminum and other exotic alloys for 
axles.in Europe, and the Trans-AMA 
Series is being run under FIM rules, the 
AMA has supplementary regulations for 
the Trans-AMA which state . . . “axles 
must be made of steel." 

After the finish of the final 
International class moto AMA technical 
inspector Carrol Chandler, under the 
direction of ‘Light Brown’ Lancione, 
impounded the top five bikes for 
inspection. It was obvious though, that 
Geboers’ Maico was being singled out

for some reason because only axles were 
being removed from the bikes and being 
inspected. We were later informed by 
National Motocross Manager Mike 
DiPrete that the AMA had been in 
receipt of a letter from a “privateer” 
rider pointing out the various rules 
infractions of numerous factory teams. 
The letter was so detailed as to include a 
drawing of how the Maico cheater axle 
was constructed with its steel tips and 
aluminum shaft. When the . aluminum 
rear axle was discovered on Geboers’ 
bike the AMA disqualified Sylvain. He 
filed an appeal which read as follows— 

“The reason I had changed the axle 
of the rear wheel is that original Maico 
steel axles do bend after a few laps. The 
axle used has proven to be more reliable 
and stronger than the steel axle. It is not 
titanium, as this material is illegal by 
FIM regulations. When I entered the 
series I never received the special 
regulations, and since this is an FIM 
event I thought FIM regulations would 
be respected." © 

With his appeal presented to DiPrete, 
Sylvain was allowed to retain his first 
overall position pending a special appeal 
board meeting to be held at the AMA 
within ten days. Since he was in obvious 
violation of the AMA supplementary 
rules though, Sylvain will most likely be 
disqualified and Honda’s Tommy Croft 
declared the winner. 

Most of the European riders, 
including DeCoster, seemed to be in 
sympathy with Geboers. Already irate 
over the AMA’s decision not to allow 
the use of nylon pants, Gerrit Wolsink 
declared, “This is all just a bunch of 
bullshit to hassle the riders and kill the 
sport." 











While it certainly isn’t that extreme, 
the foolishness of having three different 
standards of safety for National, 
Trans-AMA and International events 
certainly needs changing. Be it axles, 
pants, or whatever, items approved as 

"safe" for one series should be 
recognized as such for the others as 
well. 


It also seemed bad that the AMA, 
which had received the informant’s 
letter some four weeks previous to the 
Dallas race, waited until a Maico rider 
won so they could disqualify him in the 
first bike impound of the series. Why 
did they allow the Maicos and any other 
factory bikes guilty of rule infringement 
pass through the weekly technical 
inspections with nothing said or 
suspected illegal parts unchecked? 


Moto One: Lumberjack Burgett 
almost does it 

Back before trouble started brewing, 
some racing took place. Gary Chaplin 
nailed down the holeshot of the first 40 
minute plus two lap moto with his DG 
Suzuki as Tommy Croft, Brad Lackey, 
Adolf Weil and Ricky Burgett latched in 
behind. Roger DeCoster had tried a hot 
inside line off the start but it only 
managed to get boxed in at the first 
corner, leaving him at the back of the 
pack. Quickly Roger began working his 
Suzuki up from 37th position and by 
the fifth lap into the moto he was 
already up to fifth place. Chaplin had 
faded back in the pack as Burgett, 
Lackey and Croft dented tanks over the 
lead. Weil still held fourth place but was 
losing ground on DeCoster as Sylvain

Yamaha 
teammate Bob Hannah had experienced 
the same problem two weeks before. 

The lead was turned over to Croft 
when Burgett went out, who had built 
up a good lead of his own by now over 
Lackey. Brad was falling prey to 
DeCoster and Geboers who 
freight-trained on by. As soon as they 
passed Brad, the two Belgians set their 
front fenders on Croft and it wasn’t too 
long before they were by him as well. 

“Sylvain passed me about three laps 
from the end," as Roger wiped the 
sweat from his face. “I followed a 
lapped rider into a rutted turn, I didn’t 
want to take another rut which was 
slower, but Sylvain took it and beat me 
out of the turn as I got held back.”

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Tuesday: 

The day begins on a dead run. Our 
hosts had planned to fly us in company 
helicopters to Suzuka; but overnight, 
the government has commandeered all 
private choppers for disaster relief work. 
Without loss of momentum, they’ve set 
us up to ride the famous “bullet train” 
south to Nagoya, and proceed to whisk 
us out of the hotel with our cameras 
and a change of socks at 7:00 a.m., 
promising breakfast on the train. 

The entire U.S. Congress, along with 
the Boards of Directors of all our 
railroads, should have their noses 
rubbed in Japan’s rail system. At the 
very least, they could teach us how to 
make a slop-free car coupling. When the 
Shinkan-sen Express moves out, there's 
none of the jerking, lurching, crashing 
you associate with American trains. It 
just starts moving — nothing more. As in 
everything, the Japanese use their land 
sparingly; so each major rail corridor 
contains about three different grades of 
track, ranked as to speed, importance, 
capacity, whatever. Trains run at 
less-than-10 minute intervals in every 
direction, everything from the grunt 
locals to the crack bullet trains (of 
which there seem to be hundreds, 
nowadays) running on silent, clean 
electric power. . 

Fuji-san, Japan's beloved mountain, 
stands with his great head wrapped in 
thick cloud as we pass south. Then the 
track tunnels and leaps through 
maintainous seacoast regions of deepest 
green, largely ‘uninhabited forest. 
Civilization licks its tongues of road, 
track, and trail up each deep canyon, 
but the thick forest above is preserved 
for this crowded island nation’s last 
refuge of silent green. Beyond that is tea 
country, rows and rows of manicured 
bushes clinging to hillsides; terraced 
flats full of rice below. Then flatter 
ground again, more ~ agriculture, 
scattered small assembly plants (mostly 
electronics), finally Japan's “little 
Detroit," Hamamatsu, where Honda has 
its oldest plant, along with Suzuki and 
Kawasaki works. 

Between Hamamatsu and Nagoya, 
lots of eel ponds. The Japanese prize eel 
because, as our friends tell us, *it puts 
lead in your pencil." For some reason, 
they studiously avoided feeding us eel 
during the trip. Anyway, eel is big 
business in Japan. 

A change of trains to a local brings us 
quickly from Nagoya to Suzuka, a 
whistle-stop station on,the edge of dark 
mountains. Japanese trains spend about 
a minute and a half at each. local stop, 
so it’s a hustle to collect gear and get off 
against the tide of boarders. Almost on 
cue, the magic sun breaks through, 
transforming the grey day into golden 
warmth as we alight on the platform. 

A bus is waiting to take us to Honda’s 
Suzuka international race circuit. The 
racetrack and an adjacent Japanese 
Disneyland are a Honda-owned land 
development, managed by a subsidiary 
company. We’re herded into an upstairs 
cafe/lounge in the main stands where 
we’re reunited with our riding gear and 
briefed in semi-military fashion by the 
circuit’s uniformed track “manager on 
what we’re about to do. 


But all eyes are already drawn to the 
pit wall across the front straight, where 
the bikes we're to ride are lined up. 
There are 1976 and 1977 model CB 
750s which seem almost non-descript 
next to the brilliant red lineup of works 
RC motocrossers; and down at the far 
end, there’s a shiny red and blue 
something, surrounded by white-garbed 
figures, that erupts into voluptuous 
throaty life and moves off around the 
circuit to warm up. It is the RCB1000 
endurance racer; and the supreme 
question at this moment is — are we 
going to get to ride it or will we be 
watching a works rider take it around? 
Yes, we will ride it, and would those 
who wish to please sign up now? 

Again, the details of the riding appear 
elsewhere. Suzuka is, even with standing 
water here and there, a primo rider’s 
circuit that tests man/machine in every 
reasonable speed range. All too soon the 
would-be scratchers are shuttled to join 
the dirt bike crew at a hastily laid-out 
fireroad circuit nearby. (We were 
scheduled to ride the permanent 
international MX course, but it was 
washed out by the typhoon. Possibly 
just as well.) Soon the lot of us are 
properly covered with mud and sweat. 
By now, it is early afternoon; and our 
hosts are anxious to get this. tired, 
ripe-smelling mob to the next stage. 

They shuffle us off to individual 
hotel :ottages to bathe, feed our 
sudden]y starving bodies with copious 
quantities of temp ira, Sapporo beer and 
excellent white wae; then it’s off to the 
Suzuka factory. A couple of the older 
hands among us remember this place 
when it was a lot smaller. As it stands, it 
may be one of the world's industrial 
wonders; a place where 8,000 workers 
assemble bikes, cars, and small trucks 
side-by-side, in a totally integrated 
facility, with a mind-boggling output 
rate. 

By now, those of us who still have 
wits, cameras and film left are 
note-taking and shooting almost on a 
dead run as our companions courteously 
but firmly hustle us along. Our circuits 
are blown. We have seen more than we 
can absorb and more is coming. By the 
time we've completed our circuit of the 
plant, we are emotionally drained. Yet 
there's still a round-table debriefing to 
discuss what we've seen with each other 
and with our .hosts. Fortified by 
excellent*coffee (We were never served a 
bad cup of coffee the whole trip. 
Incredible.) and the ubiquitous hot 
facecloths that are served as a beginning, 
middle and end to every Japanese 
business/social meeting, we catch our 
second wind. I make a mental note to 
tell my wife about those hot cloths. 
Their restorative power is next to 
miraculous. A simple and totally 
overlooked luxury. 

It has been one long day; the sun is 
about gone as we board our bus 

The whirlwind will begin to wind 
down tomorrow; we've seen the bulk of 
what we came to see. Soon it will be 
turnabout, as we attempt to tell our 
hosts -what the American enthusiast 
wants to ride. We think we know so 
well; but communicating it may be 
more difficult than we imagined . . . 
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Mechanics hover and editors 
drool over the machine that 
has dominated the 1976 
Coupe d’Endurance. Absolute 
show quality throughout, 

and wondrous to ride.

TIRE BRIDGE 


There’s no sun quite so magic, so 
golden, as the sun that first breaks 
through after days of rain. For the 
nine moto-journalists on Honda’s 


R & D Open House tour, it was 
like a deliverance as we stepped 
out onto the train platform at 
Suzuka. The pavement was drying, 
the bus was waiting, the effect on all of 
us was electric. 

We knew we were here to ride some 
Hondas and little more. Our hosts had 
bid us bring riding gear for.dirt and 
road; told us we'd be seeing some new 
and interesting motorcycles — then let 
us guess. The older hands among us 
knew the place we were going to, the 
Suzuki. Circuit complex. —_ eight 
kilometer international roadrace circuit, 
international motocross circuit, adjacent 
theme park/hotel, all on land owned 
and developed by a Honda subsidiary. 
Picture a, road circuit laid in green 
rolling foothill country next to a 
Japanese Disneyland. You got it. 

We're given Xeroxed diagrams of the 
track as we're reunited with our riding 
equipment, and treated to a 


semi-military briefing by Racing Service 
Center’s uniformed director. It’s hard to 
keep eyes off the bikes, 

But first things first. We quickly 


separate into mock-hostile road race or 
motocross camps and go for our- gear. 
The dirt guys grab sandwiches and a 
cold one behind the pits while we 
would-be scratchers get the course tour 
in a company bus. There’s plenty of 
water in standing or running patches 
still on the track; we will be shown each 
one. A deceptively fast half-blind right 
hander: our course director says “A lot 
of good riders have come off here.” We 
note the huge billboard in the 
background and nod, fixing in our 
minds an aiming point just to its right 
edge. At the course underpass there's 
water in dark shadow, and lots of it 
running in sheets across the hairpin. 
Suzuka is unusual in that it's a rough 
figure-8 that crosses under itself. Has 
something esoteric to do with equalizing 
right and left tire wear. Out of the 
hairpin their diminutive test rider says 
through an interpreter, “You can 
accelerate through here”; and the course 
diagram, drawn for a 750K6, shows you 
going 3/4/5 right around the half-blind 
right. Then a two-stage decreasing left 
hook with standing wet spots running 
parallel to the good line. Getting 
interesting. I want a street K model first 
to learn the course. This circuit is 
complex enough, it’ll warrant the extra 
time. 


Ride One: 1977 CB750K7 


Outwardly ‘the machine has» only 
styling changes, and the four pipes look 
vaguely different in contour. We're told 
that both "77s have. five to ten 
horsepower up on last year's 750s, yet 
are about 3  db(a) quieter. Mine 
certainly is quiet, smooth, cushy, and 
Gawd, does it drag things! First turn 
right off the pit straight is a two stage 
decreasing right, easy into the tight 
hook. because there’s water, slam the 
pipes and/or peg on the ground just 
before the water, straighten up and 
slippy-slide a bit going through, tucking 
in behind Phil Schilling while watching 
two hot dogs (I think Paul Dean and Rich 
Cox) disappear. 

The course crew warned us that the K 
models were not suitable for racing — an 
understatement! I hang off to make up 
for ground clearance, and every time I 
change sides (which is in rapid 
succession, in the esses behind the pits 
going uphill toward the Dunlop tire 
bridge) the thing wobbles viciously. I 
quickly learn to hold my butt well back 
in the seat; that keeps the head up and 
helps settle it down. A rhythm of sorts 
begins to develop, and on the second lap 
I pass Schilling. Seconds later, gassing 
up the “back” straight, it pops out of 
fifth gear. Thinking I’d spit the chain 
back at Phil, I slow in worried

confusion, see he’s OK, figure out what 
really happened, bang it back into gear 
and roll on in. 

Ironically, the 1977 F2 (the 
black-tanked Sport with four-into-one 
and  Honda's new composite disc 
wheels) did exactly the same thing to 
Rich Cox, only going a lot faster, for it 
winged past 11 grand and swallowed a 
valve. Bad luck for both engines to 
come from the same pre-production lot 
with the same defect. . Really 
unfortunate, because according to Rich, 
‘the F2 lacked many of the K model’s 
bad handling habits. And according to 
the guys on the 76s, the horsepower 
difference was real enough; Rich had 
cooked by them as if they’d stepped off 
to eye the scenery. 


Ride Two: RCB 1000 
(H.E.R.T.) racer 


Mechanics are still swarming over it. 
One throttle, butterfly stuck open on 
Joe Parkhurst, causing him a moment’s 
reverse pucker out there. It uses four 
ganged vacuum-slide CV carburetors, 
unusual for a race bike. The DOHC cam 
covers look too slick to be just one-off 
sand castings; and they’re detailed out 
show-quality, with 'Honda" in bright 
raised characters on each side, standing 
out against the flat black finish. The 
visual detailing is superb. Of course, it's 
to be crated and flown for showing in 
the States as soon as we finish, then it 
goes to Europe to serve as a team spare. 
Still, this is not your expected rough 
prototype, not quite... 

All buttoned up; it’s ready. There’s a 
kickstarter fitted, and it comes to life 
with two quick, short prods. It does not 
want to idle cleanly at all. Chunk! Into 
first, conventional shift pattern and ease 
the clutch. It’s geared tall, but the wet 
clutch is silky and low end is richly 
abundant. Very quickly we’re in third 
gear and bending into that first 
compound right. The tires are treaded 
Dunlops, seem to be CR91-based 
endurance racing covers. They pay little 
heed to the first water; with rising 
confidence, I feel my way uphill 
through the esses, past that ominous 
billboard (not so bad, long as you 
remember where the road goes), faster 
under the Dunlop bridge, then for the 
first time hard on the brakes for a 
right-hander. 

Jeez! The rear brake is almost 
unmanageable. Use it hard, and the rear 
end just goes crazy, bouncing and 
skittering from side to side. Best to rely 


on the , dual front discs almost 
exclusively, and they are superb. 
Altogether, the bike feels great, 


especially under power. Excluding the 
rear brake (which is fixable) the RCB 
1000 is wonderfully easy to ride. 


. Turbine-smooth, very little pipeyness, . 


good mid-range throttle control and 
willing to rev past 9500 — a 
tremendously strong, flexible engine. 
Handling is solid yet quick for such a 
big bike; no wobbles, no bounces, no 
clearance problems. At speed it treats 
rough spots with brutish disdain, 


tracking perfectly, riding comfortably. I ll

Reg Pridmore, the man who won 


the 1976 AMA Superbike Produc- 
tion Championship on a highly- 


modified BMW 


race a Honda RCB 941 in 
European Endurance races next 
year. “I hate to sound too 


professional,” Pridmore says, “but 
next year I’m going where the 
money is. 

Sponsored since 1971 by the U.S. 
distributor of BMWs (Butler and Smith, 
Inc.), Pridmore and his racing victories 
have played an important part in BMW’s 
image change of recent years. Through 
the sixties, BMWs were considered 
machines for stodgy old men and 
tourers, in the public eye. Now, BMWs 
have shifted in emphasis from purely 
reliable.to sporting. 

It was Pridmore who gave BMW its 
first AMA Production class victory, at 
Ontario in 1974. Pridmore beat 
Kawasaki-mounted Steve McLaughlin 
and Yvon DuHamel so badly that 
DuHamel thought Pridmore had 
dropped out — he was out of sight. 

Last year, Pridmore and Gary Fisher 
teamed up on an almost-stock BMW 
supplied by the French Distributor for 
the. 24-hour Bol d'Or endurance race at 
Le Mans. The pair worked up into fifth 
overall before the bike expired. 

This year, Pridmore won the 
production races at Laguna Seca and 
Riverside, was second to teammate 
McLaughlin at Daytona, and took third 
at Loudon behind Mike Baldwin (Moto 
Guzzi) and BMW. team rider Gary 
Fisher. Pridmore's finishes guaranteed 
him the unofficial title of AMA 
Superbike Production Champion. 

At AMA National road races in 1976, 
the Superbike Production race was the 
event to see. The 250cc and 750cc GP 
classes have been mostly parades led by 
the all-conquering Yamaha OW-31s of 
Steve Baker, Kenny Roberts, and 
Johnny Cecotto. But at three out of 
four tracks, the Superbike Production 
race was up for grabs from start to 
finish. Reg Pridmore came from behind 
to win the Mulholland Challenge Cup

Superbike Production race at Riverside 
October 3. It was awe-inspiring to watch 
Pridmore muscle his BMW through Turn 
Six, front tire sliding and squirming, 
rear tire contorting as he powered the 
1000cc BMW out of the corner. 
Pridmore is the king of American 
production racing. 

At his Goleta, California BMW 
dealership last week, Pridmore talked to 
Cycle News about his decision to look 
around for another ride next year. 

"I have to say that my agreement 
with Bulter and Smith has been a very 
personal thing, especially with Helmut 
Kern. Helmut (the head man at Butler 
and Smith's West Coast offices) and I 
are extremely close friends — he's 
probably my closest’ friend. Considering 
that and the fact that I’ve ridden for 
Butler and Smith for five years, I’m sure 
a lot of people think the possibility of 
me riding anything but BMW is 
scratched from my mind. But I've 
become more professional these past 
two years. I know what other people get 
paid to ride, and what I get paid, and 
it’s quite a tremendous difference. I 
really don’t get paid enough to ride the 
type of  matchinery which this 
(Superbike Production) is developing 
into now. It's getting to the point of 
being dangerous, much worse than it 
was a year ago. 

“There is a point where a person has 
to take into consideration the total 
personal risks of racing, as opposed: to 
what they’re getting paid for it. I have a 
wife and a child and a business to run, 
too. 

"I can beat guys like DuHamel, 
people who are getting paid very well 
for their riding ability. I don't think 
that I am going to race for more than 
another three years or so, I've had an 
extremely good year, and I think my 
ability’s good. I want to make 
something of that. If I have the chance 
to get some good financial rewards for 
my skill, I’m going to do it now. I

would definitely like to be approached 
by another company. If the money’s 
good, I'll be prepared to. take it. 
Obviously, if I put a price on what I’ve 
done for Butler and Smith, name a price 
in line with what I think I’m worth, and 
they say they will pay it, there won’t be 
any problem. But I can’t keep looking 
to friendship and loydlty to the brand 
just because I sell it. I'm just another: 
dealer to those guys." 

(Pridmore would not reveal how much 
he was paid per race by Butler and 
Smith, but he did tell us that he was 
paid the same as team riders Gary Fisher 
and Steve McLaughlin,.a fact he found 
upsetting -because of his longer tenure 
with BMW. When asked how much 
BMW paid him to ride per race, Steve 
McLaughlin said, “My rate is $500 per 
race, and that’s what I get.” If that 
figure is correct, that would mean 
Pridmore earned $2,000 for winning the 
much-advertised Superbike Production 
Championship for Butler and Smith.) 


(While money is a major factor in 
Pridmore's dis-satisfaction with his 
current agreement with Butler and 
Smith, Pridmore's strong desire to race 
in Europe also enters into the picture. 
After he and Gary Fisher had been 
assured for months by Butler and Smith 
officials that a machine would be ready 
for their ride in the prestigious Bol d'Or 
24-hour endurance race at LeMans, 
France last summer, Pridmore was 
notified five days before the race that 
no Bol d’Or machine ever existed. 
Furious, Pridmore was ready to refuse 
to race for BMW at Riverside. Although 
the immediate conflict was smoothed 
over, the aftertaste lingers in Pridmore’s 
mind. We asked him which he would 
prefer, all other things being equal; 
racing in Europe or racing in the United 
States.) 


“I think the decision would be for all 
the glamour and prestige-of racing in 
Europe. It sounds kind of silly because I 
think I’d get more business from racing 
here in America, but I think for a 
change I would like to do something 
different. I would like to race in 
Europe, where the enthusiasm is just 


tremendous. You're treated differently 
there, both by spectators and by 
promoters. 


“I like to go to a track where they 
have 150,000 spectators. I like the way 
we were- treated over there. It was 
almost scary to see so many people, but

they showed lots of respect for us. They 
make you feel like all your efforts are 
worthwhile. We did nothing but sign a 
bunch of autographs last year. 


“Being fairly patriotic, if asked what 
I'd like to ride next year, I should say 


‘BMW. But I’m afraid the factory has 


done almost nothing to help out this 
year. All the money and development 
that went into our effort the past five 
years has come from Dr. Peter Adams 
(President of Butler and Smith) putting 
out the money. Very little has come 
from Germany. I don’t think BMW will 
have an effort next year that will be 
seriously competitive enough for me to 
ride. I don’t think the BMWs we have 
would survive in Europe because 
they’re not really endurance machines. 
They’re sprinters. And our bikes may be 
too slow. 

“This brings me to the possibility of 
being offered a ride on a Honda or 
maybe a Kawasaki. I’ve already been 
approached by two European race 
promoters wanting me to race in 
Europe, which I’m pretty happy about. 


“IT would like to ride the Hondas 
because of their record this year. They 
seem to go all out. There’s no holding 
back on anything. They go out to win, 
which is my attitude, and they win. 
What they have done in machinery this 
year is fantastic. That’s the kind of 
thing that appeals to me -- 
professionalism. The ‘motorycle looks 
like a factory machine. It looks like it’s 
really made to do a job, and it certainly 
did the job this year. So I think I'll 
probably go to Honda, because I think 
I'm as competitive as it is. 


"Pat Evans rode the Bol d'Or this 
year on an extremely good piece of 
machinery, led the race, and was- 
immediately approached by Honda. He 
said, yes, he would very much like to 
ride the fancy Hondas next year. He 
came over to ask me if I would ride 
with him next year in some of the 
endurance events. I was pretty flattered. 
Pat Evans is very: underestimated by 
many people. He has a lot of ability. He 
rides very well. 

"I did well this year. I would 
certainly be honored if Honda came 
along and said *This is what we want you 
to do.' I don't mind how much effort I 
have to put in as long as I get .. . I guess 
what I’m looking for is respect. And 
rewards, just like everybody else. I don’ n 
think that's too much to ask."

ream a bit: a ride into the sky; a ride to the top of the 

world; a ride up a deep canyon, and then a skyline trip; 

ride among the oldest trees in the world. Sound intriguing? 

Start at 4100 feet; within ten miles hit 10,650 and in the 

last three miles you climb over 4000. Then thirteen miles later top 

out at 12,000 feet in some of the most awesome scenery anywhere in 
the world. : 

Gas up, jet down and let me take you there. Silver Canyon and the 


White Mountains are probably the most.;unusual areas in California or for that 
matter, the world. It has the oldest living trees — many over 4000 and one said 
to be 4900 years old. The redwoods get to be 3500 and are larger only because 
of climatic conditions. White Mountain is the third highest in California at 
14,246 feet. There's over 20 feet of snow in the winter and it's so dry in the 
summer even the few lizards carry canteens. It has the highest continually 
inhabited place in the entire United States. 

You can drive to 10,000 feet on pavement via Westgard Pass. Most tourists go 
up this pass from Big Pine and only go to Schulman Grove. It's a fantastic drive 
but you really miss the feeling of the area and the challenge of the dirt. I've 
driven the paved road to Schulman, then run 17 more miles of dirt, then at the 
locked gate got out and hiked ten miles to the top of White’ Mountain. The 
rangers say it’s seven and one half miles, but at over 12,000 feet, huffing and 
puffing, I still think it’s ten. We put 12 of a party of 16 on top several years ago. 
We felt this was an accomplishment as the oldest adult (me) was 42 and the 
youngest was nine. $ 

But now, we'll huff and puff to a different tune. We start riding just east of 
the town of Laws, California on Silver Canyon Road. To reach Laws drive to the 
north side of Bishop and then take Highway 6 toward Tonapah, Nevada. At four 
miles take a right turn on Silver Canyon Road, go one mile through town. Laws 
has a very fine Railroad Museum and the tour is well worth the time. Cross two 
creeks and park near the pumping installation on the left side of the road under 
the big tree. 

Start with a full fuel tank, as the distance is 54.2 milescaccording to my son's 
odometer. Take a lunch, water, and a warm jacket. It was quite cool when we 
started and the jacket came in very handy several hours later. On the way out it 
got a little warm and when we returned to our truck it was 95 degrees. (Editors 
note: Due to weather, this is definitely a summer ride.) 

We started at 8:30 a.m. with the sky clear. Heading east up the dirt road 
toward the mountains, the road is very good and at 2.1 miles you cross into 
National Forest land. At the first seven stream crossings, the water was shallow, 
but we made them slowly as streams and creeks in the mountains can be 
deceptively deep.. Continuing up the canyon, in some places the trees and bushes 
overhang the road, so be careful as a willow branch in the face at 20 mph is no 
fun. The canyon is a mild climb for 6.5 miles, then the **up" really begins. The 
road looks like it deadends, but a sharp hairpin turn changes your mind, so gas it 
a tad and up you go. 

For the next three miles you will climb about 4000 feet. It's rocky, plenty of 
very sharp switchback turns, and exceptionally long drops if you should go off 
the road. I went into one gully on a 180 degree turn that had an up angle of. 
about 30 degrees, and almost went over the bars. About a mile from the top it 
starts to level out a bit. When you reach the main road junction you are at 
10,650 feet and have ridden 10.7 miles. It will seem like 20. 

At the top of the ridge, turn right and go three miles south to Schulman 
Grove. Take a break, and then take the short half-mile walk to see Pine Alpha. It 
was the first. Bristlecone found that was over 4000 years old. At this point you 
= determine if you and your scooter will make it another 16 miles to 12,000 
eet. 








We pulled into the grove at 9:35 a.m., had a cup of coffee (our own) and took 
some pictures. We met Ranger Brian Miller and had a very. interesting talk with 
him. We talked about the forest, the road, the weather, the deer (some will top 
300 pounds dressed), and the large coyotes. Some are so big they look like 
police dogs. They are not the skinny little ones we see around Barstow and 
California City. Ranger Miller was very happy to see us and wished us a good 
ride. It's too bad there aren't more rangers like him who know their job, know 
this area, and understand some people like to ride motorcycles rather than drive 
Mustangs and Chevrolets. 

After your break, start back north and return to the junction. Continue north 
on a good road but watch the loose rocks as they are slick! Soon after we left 

- the junction there was a very fast build up of clouds. When we reached about 
11,000 feet it started to hail. We had four miles to go to the gate, so with hail 
bouncing off our helmets and plastic gas tanks we decided to keep going even 
though it looked like we might be pressing our luck a bit. ኑን 

At 8.5 miles from the junction by the odometer we came to the Patriarch 
Grove. The high rust colored peak to the north is White Mountain Peak. It is a 
beautifully strange mountain as it looks so different when viewed even from a 
slightly different angle. 

Passing the grove, 2.5 miles further are some rock ruins known as Lamb 
Camp. Look for marmots playing in the rocks. Around a turn and up a little rise 
you will come to the chain across the road, you are now at 12,000 feet. Luckily 
the hail stopped, the weather cleared and it was perfect for the rest of the ride. 

Please remember the gate is LOCKED whether the chain is up or not. Do not 
pass the gate except on foot unless you have a special permit. As in Monopoly, 
do not pass go (the gate). You won't collect $200, instead you might be out the 
$200 (a fine) and minus an old friend (your bike). 

On the side of Mount Barcroft, west and north from the gate, you will see the 
Mount Barcroft Laboratory. It is used for high altitude experiments on humans, 
plants and animals. There are two other labs in the White Mountains, one on 
White Mountain Peak and the other at Crooked Creek. 

We snapped a few pictures, I downed a cup of coffee and we started back. At 
2.5 miles we turned left and went into the Patriarch Grove. It's one mile in and 
please take the time like we did to really look around. Back on the bike, head 
for the main road, go south and watch for the Silver Canyon junction. 

Start your trip down, but be on your toes as it's a bit tricky. The road on the 
map that shows down only has been damaged by several landslides and is now 
closed. I asked Ranger Miller about this road and he said he had tried to get 
down but because of the slides there are boulder caused stairsteps six and eight 
feet high. He doubted that even a bike could getthrough. He is trying to get this 
road reopened and close the other except for Edison Company traffic. This is a 
powerline road built by them and it is some piece of engineering. 

After you clear all the rocky switchbacks and get back into the canyon 
bottom you can have a little fun with your riding partner. At the first stream 
crossing down I tried to give my son a free shower but missed him by a foot or 
two. He remembered exactly where the next one was and I got a monsoon type 
bath. Chalk one up for the kid. : 

Finally we arrived back at our truck and the end of a super ride. It was one of 
the best and most enjoyable rides my son and I have taken. For you figure and 
map freaks, total time was five hours and 15 minutes. Round trip mileage 54.2 
miles. I got 32.85 mpg on my 185, and my partner was able to get 30.11 on‘his 
360. The maps that I used were the Inyo National Forest Map (fifty cents at the 
Ranger Station in Bishop), and three USGS (Topo Maps): Bishop, Blanco 
Mountain, and Mount Barcroft. 

This is a very special area, so please observe all the rules. Mainly, stay on the 
established roads, don’t take any samples, don’t chase any wild life, and please 
have a good working spark arrester. 

This may sound like a lot of don’ts but if we ride by these simple rules you 
and I and our sons will be able to take trips like this for years to come. I'm going 
back next year and take a look at Cottonwood Canyon, check out Wyman 
Canyon and enjoy more of OUR fantastic White Mountains. .

Dick Miller 


Former Baja winner Dick Miller narrowly escaped disaster and his story has a lesson for all of us. 
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By Jody Weisel 


The men who run Baja, that long, 
lonely sprint. through nature’s 
Brillo pad, are brave men. Men 
who would risk a day and night on 
a motorcycle exposed to the 
elements, risks, and twists of fate 
for a slim hope of glory or a purse 
that might retrieve their expenses. 
Dick Miller is such a man. Dick is 
determined, brave and willing to risk 
what he has to conquer not the rugged 
landscape of the Baja peninsula, but the 
fears and insecurites that bind the 
average man to home and bed. 
Pre-running the Baja course is an 
essential ingredient in survival. The 
riders traverse the 1,000 Km.. layout 
irying to commit the bumps and ripples 
to the sub-conscious, -while openly 
logging the twists and turns on an 
cognitive brain. Pre-running is not a 


race, but rather a fun trail ride in the- 


country with friends. Pre-running is the 
ideal situation of mixing business with 
pleasure and not noticing the business. 

For Dick Miller, Al Baker, John 
Hateley and Gary Dreen the weather 
tumed foul on the weekend that they 
had gathered in Ensenada for the 
assigned pre-run/play-run. It was a 
winter storm of the kind that brews in 
from out at sea. A cold rain was falling 
as each rider selected his. pace and 
proceeded to make the best of the rid 
in the pouring rain. 

Hateley and Baker, more exuberant 
natures, took the point and soon 
disappeared around the bend. Dick 
Miller selected an enjoyable pace and 
proceeded to give half-hearted chase. 
Dick has been at this game a long time 
and experience has taught him caution. 
Caution was of little avail in the ordeal 
that he was about to become the center 
of. 

Mexican truck and bus drivers have a 
reputation around the world that ranks 
second only to WWII Kamikaze pilots, 
and as Dick rounded a sweeper in the 
pouring rain, three Mexican kamikaze 
pilots in a large stake bed truck crested 
the rise running wide open in Dick’s 
lane, bearing down on the little red 
CR125 at a startlingly rapid pace. 
Options darted from the mind and the 
body responded too late. 





With swearing and swerving going on 
in two languages, the truck swerved 
directly: back into Miller's path, striking 
the lightweight Honda solidly and 
flipping it up, over and into a ditch 40 
feet from the point of impact. 


Dick was in shock, the collision had 
stunned him, and it was only after he 
remembered where he was that he gave 
any thought to how he was. A 
throbbing hand and a quick glance told 
him that his thumb had been jammed. 
Immediate: swelling indicated that the 
hand would be all but useless in the 
coming hours. It was after 4 p.m. Then 
.Dick came upon the major injury. His 
right leg had been struck head-on by the 
body by Fisher and four inches above 
his knee was a compound fracture of his 
thigh. Dick could see eight inches of 
bone jutting through a tear in his 
leathers. 


The three Mexicans stood over his 
crumpled body. They spoke no English, 
but were scared by what they saw. Dick 
spoke little Spanish, but pleaded for 
help. “I asked the Mexicans to help me, 
but they just looked at me, got back in 
their truck and left." Amazingly enough 
they left, not to find help, but out of 
fright or lack of responsibility to the 
gringo who lay injured by their hands. 


For 30 minutes Dick lay exposed to 
the rain and wind, unable to make a 
tourniquet to stop the bleeding, or to 
even move. Trailing behind on the 
pre-run was Gary Dreen. The first thing 
he saw was the battered Honda laying 
across from the now weakening and 
equally battered Dick Miller. For Dreen 
it was the shock of his life and it was his 
quick action that saved Miller from 
losing his. Dreen made Dick as 
comfortable ‘as possible considering the 
meager supplies he had on his 
motorcycle and mounted back up and 
headed WFO for Ensenada, stopping 
once on the way to flag down a Baja 
bug to tell them to go to the aid of the 
cold and bleeding rider. 


The four-wheelers arrived at the scene 
and immediately unloaded everything 
they had in their bug; sleeping bags, 
tarps, towels. From this they were able 


to cover Dick to protect him from the 


cold Baja rainstorm. He had lain 
exposed and bleeding now for over an 
hour. ። 








For Al Baker and John Hateley 
nothing seemed askew for a while as 
they had a, great time pre-riding the 
sandy Baja terrain in the rain. But it 
seemed to them that Dick should have 
caught up by now. Thinking that he 
might have broken down or thrown a 
chain, they turned around and rode 
back. At the scene the Baja bug drivers 
had done all they could and when Baker 
and Hateley arrived they went off in 
search of more help. Lil’ John 
re-mounted and went for his van and Al 
built a fire to warm his friend. 


If darkness fell, then help could only 
reach them by land. It would be a long 
bumpy ride both ways. To a man who 
had already lain for several hours in a 
cold damp ditch with a leg held on only 
by muscle tissue, time was of the 
essence. 


Gary Dreen had made it back to 
civilization in the nick of time. A 
helicopter was dispatched from San 
Diego with Dreen riding along as guide. 
The Mexican authorities at first refused 
to allow the copter permission to cross 
the border, finally relented, but 
announced that .it must be off the 
ground by 6:18 p.m. 

Dreen directed the copter to the 
accident. Drawn like a moth, the copter 
circled above the small fire and its two 
men, two-motorcycle enclave. A landing 
area was sighted a short distance away 
and at fifteen till six, Dreen and his 
payload of doctors and orderlies made 
their way to the now shivering and 
agonized Dick Miller. 


For Dick the worst was over. Had he 
been forced to spend the night in the 
Baja dirt, it probably would have been 
his last night on earth. If he had to drive 
to civilization in a borrowed car, the 
bouncy ride probably would have cost 
him his leg. As it is now, thanks to the 
careful and fast work of the doctor in 
the helicopter, the people at Lindbergh 
Field, and the staff at Kaiser Hospital, 
Dick Miller is alive and well. 


He is alive today because he rode 
with friends who made the right 
decisions at the right time. And he is 
alive today because he is a Baja racer 
and they are a tough bunch. Dick will 
be convalescing in Kaiser Hospital, 
Room 5209A, San Diego, CA.

The Jackhammer 
National ‘Another 


killer enduro’ 
By Mike Kinsella 


FOUTTS SPRINGS, CAL., OCT. 24 
A mighty tough course, a lot of 


dust and 743 other riders made . 


last Sunday's Jackhammer Nation- 
al Enduro a killer; it was an 
enduro in which a rider considered 
himself lucky even to finish. The 98.2 
miles were traveled at speed averages of 
18, 20, 21 and 24 mph. The tight trail 
sections on most enduros would be 
given a speed average of 12 mph instead 
of 18 and 20 mph. The good road was 
so slick and shrouded in dust that it was 
nearly impossible to go fast without 
sliding out at the corners or overrunning 
the shoulders and finding oneself at the 
bottom of an embankment after the 
dust had cleared. 

There were a couple of bad 
bottlenecks — one bodacious uphill 
right after the gas check claimed 
hundreds of victims. Many tired riders — 
after discovering that there was no other 
way to get to the top of-the ridge — 
packed it in and went home. At 80 
miles out there was another gear 
grinder; fortunately this one had an 
alternate route so that when you bogged 
down you weren't in anyone's way and 
had room to maneuver. 

Oakland MC did an excellent job. The 
only error in the layout was in the 


location of check seven which was too 
close to a known control point and 
therefore thrown out. Course marking 
was very good and the course layout 
varied paths, trails and roads to good 
effect; most of the uphills were makable 
even with the loose soil and heavy 
traffic. The downhills were challenging 
since they zig-zagged in and out 
between the trees and logs for what 
seemed hours at a stretch. Another nice 
touch was the many radio equipped 
truck stationed around the course so 
that a fallen rider was never far from 
help. The cold beer and soda at the 
finish were appreciated by all. 

There were a couple of innovations at 
this enduro. First there was a voluntary 
sound test. Next year they won’t be 
voluntary and will be a part of every 
enduro in the district. District 36 
officials are working with state 
environmental officials to set up 
reasonable sound levels for each make . 
and size off road motorcycle. Rather 
than being harrassed by the authorities 
it appears that the responsibility for 
riding a bike with passable db level will 
rest with the rider, the district and the 
clubs. 

Secondly, the enduro was run under 
A.M.A. rules rather than local rules — 
which is why check seven was thrown 
out. The purpose of this practice is to 
set nationwide norms and methods. 

As for the winners — Ben Bowers 
(Bul) took overall with a score of seven. 
Mike Hannon was next with an eleven, 
also on a Bultaco. Don Sanford, a 
Honda team rider, finished well as did 
Southern California's Larry Langley. e

feel if I weren't so nervously bound up, 
I could ride it for hours. But that's the 
whole idea. 

Actually, I only have three laps. Top 
speed, I don't know. I glimpse 7,500 
maybe 8,000 in top before shutting off 
discreetly at the end of the two longer 
straights. The works rider comes off the 
fast downhill right before the front 
straight in fourth; I’m exiting it tapped 
in third, shifting twice. 


Still, it's a trip. Especially when, on 
my final tour through those uphill esses, 
I check my local horizon and really 
realize how far over this baby is getting 
without grounding. And I'm not 
hanging off at all; I’m tucked in like a 
scared rabbit. All too soon the checker; 
I roll down the pit lane, park it, kill it, 
drop my feet and straighten up with a 
contended sigh. My God, they're 
applauding! They really take you 
through the whole fantasy trip. The 
factory rider is grinning and claps me on 
the back. (Bravo, you brought our 
motorcycle back in one piece.) I wave 
him back to the rear of the bike and 
sign-language to him what the brake was 
doing. His grin broadens; he claps me on 
the back again and gives me the 
"thumbs up." 


Yes, for a second you can really live 
it — how it must feel to be one of 
"their" riders. I'd often heard it this 
way, the factory engineers design it, test 
it, bring it to the circuit and in effect, 
say to the rider, here it is; we've built it 
to do the job, you ride it. And the 
Japanese rider is conditioned to do just 
that, take what the factory gives him 
and ride it, as is, as fast as it can be 
ridden. He's not going to say "change 


- this, change that." Perhaps this is why 


many Western European and American 
riders have had difficulty dealing

directly at the factory level, not just 
with Honda, but with the other 
Japanese factories as well, It’s altogether 
a different world. 


Ride Three: RC250 

For the dirt guys, it’s been still 
another world. Because the typhoon 
washed away the International MX 
course, our hosts have set up about a 
mile of fire-roadish circuit over gravelly 
hardpan with a few soft spots and a 
little water for spice. Another world; 
another fantasy; that of the -works 
motocross rider — ride hard, come in to 
cold drinks; refreshingly crisp 
sandwiches and hot facecloths served 
under a bright  tent-pavillion 35 
mechanics pounce upon the bike from 
both sides to clean it up for the next 
man. The hotdogs are still hotdogging it 
when we tarmac turkeys show up to 
join the party. 

If I’m a little leery of these things, 
pity poor ol’ Joe Parkhurst: The long 
travel front and rear suspension makes 
them so tall that just getting on one is 
like, mounting a camel. You'd like to 
say, "Alright, kneel!" before throwing à 
leg over. Joe about strained himself 
getting one leg high enough, and then 
couldn't touch ground to kickstart it. 

For once, I count myself blessed to 
weigh 200 pounds. All I have to do is 
plant my butt in the seat and the 
machine goes “whoosshh!”, sinking toa 
comfortable level like some kind of 
elevator. Now I can start it. That was 
easy enough; next comes the hard part. 
Hey, this is a works GP motocrosser and 
I’m a semi-retired enduro /trials turkey. 1 
broke my stupid arm on a motocross 
course. 

As it turns out, I picked the right 
bike. The RC250 happens to be 
deceptively easy, even fun to ride. Hey, 
it’s got reasonable mid-range, good 
throttle control; and when I let it rev 





-freely, it does really satisfying things 
without trying to flip me off its back. I 
like it! 

And comfortable? Whoa, I'd never 
experienced what works-calibre long 
travel suspension had to offer. I quit 
worrying about my dumb arm (it 
rebroke last year from simple riding 
Shock) and began to enjoy dirt riding 
again for the first time in a long time. It 
was going where I wanted to, soaking up 
4ll the bumps like a Detroit sedan (I 
wasn't riding anything really rough, 
mind you), allowing me to stay loose 
and relax. Its braking behavior was 
simply beautiful. Some of the 
hotdoggers were getting the rear brake 
to lock and kick the suspension a bit, 
but I was finding myself able to set up 
so smoothly for turns with just a little 
slide and then on the throttle, feel it 
settle, straighten up and squirt gravel. It 
was really neat. 


I know they didn't design these 
things to be fire-roaded by a flabby 
middle-aged broken-down bench racer; 
that’s what made the RC250 so 
impressive. As I said earlier, I chose the 
right one. The big 'un, Pierre's bike had 
enough muscle to seriously set you on 
your head; and the RC125 was so 
gamey it was genuinely an Expert's 
bike, WFO between nine and 11 grand 
or nothing. 


Tasting the future — is it real? 


Sooner or later, I have to ask; was 


there a purpose to this, or was it just. 


good PR, letting a bunch of wild-eyed 
moto-editors act out the popular 
wish-fulfillment for possible reprint? 
Our hosts would tell us nothing 
concrete. Mr. Kume, speaking his mind 
as Project Director for Honda R & D, 
gave us but a hint. ' 

The CB750s are the all-too-obvious 
present, commercially successful 
products with all their attendant 
compromises. What of the racers, and 
what of the future? Why did Honda 
re-enter road racing via the Coupe 
d'Endurance, little known or publicized 
in the U.S.? Why not return to the GP 
Circuit? Why not enter the Camel Pro 
Series? 

Here's the way I read it. Honda's 
short-term strategy is to re-study their 
current line, alter it where needed to fit 
the market and hang on. Their race 
Strategy is geared to what they know 
they can sell in years to come. Looking 
down the road to emission and noise 
controls, they see no reason to road race 
two strokes, or enter an arena 
dominated by two strokes. They're 

uite serious about using racing as a 
living laboratory, and they want it to 
give them technology that is 
transferable to their street line. 

Hence the RCB 1000. The engine is 
apparently all-new hardware, but not 
that far from what is being produced. 
Nor is it in final form. They had a 995cc 
version belting out 110 hp at 9500 RPM 
at Asaka (the RCB. is a Honda R & D 
project all the way). They could 
conceivably build enough of them to 
qualify for AMA's Superbike 
Production. In fact, it would take 
darned few compromises to build them 
in. fully legal street trim, in numbers 
purely dictated by price and demand. 
At this point, it's a matter of 
commercial, not technical feasibility. 

In a sense, this same reasoning applies 
to the works 'crossers. No, we may 
never see pure replicas of these in 
production; that's not Honda's style. 
But we may see pieces of them, like the 
Maico-style external spring leading-axle 
forks or those long legged 18” external 
reservoir gas shocks. If Honda gets their 
money’s worth out of these bikes, this 
suspension won’t just appear on MXers 
alone; but also on really good 
ISDT-calibre enduro/trail machinery as 
well The 250's powerband/torque 
characteristics aren't that far out of line 
now. Nor is there any law limiting these 
components to pure-competition two 
strokes. 

It's impossible to pin down, but you 
can expect in the near future to see an 
entire "XR" line of four stroke singles 
built around this calibre of suspension. 
The XR75 exists; we're told that there's 
an XR125 and XR175 also. Which 
naturally led us to ask, to a man, 
"Where is the XR500?" A big thumper 
with legs like the RC250? Even I'd wait 
for that. (To be concluded next week)
